They are receiving 
the money and surrendering thei 
arms gladly. Their action is discredit, 
ing the influence of the Cuban officer 
who sought desperately to make \h< 
distribution a failure when they foam 
that they were not to be allowed ti 
handle the money. Further than thi 
relief afforded to the soldiers, and than 
ihe removal of a menace which existed 
while these bodies of men were under 
arms, the American officers began to 
see a most important moral effeo 
which promises to be far-reaching. 


The information which had jua 


reached the white house was made 
tnown to members of the cabinet 
and it was considered well worthy 
of general congratulation. It uncovers 
the full purpose of the plotting of the 
Clique of Onban officers who were 
opposed by General Gomez, and whose 
>ad 
influence was exerted 
to the 


utmost to defeat the good intentions 
of the United States. These officers, 
t is now known, fully , expected to 
lave the money turned over to them. 
Chat would have been in accordance 
with the principle upon which the 
Spanish pay and commissary services 
operate. The Spanish officer draws 
all of the money for the men under 
lim and hold out as much as he dares. 
Che Onban officers intended to keep 
he bulk of the $3,000,000 and to dis- 
ribnte about $6 apiece to the soldiers. 
When called upon to make out and 
urnish the rolls they did so with 
eokless disregard for accuracy, and 
without any thought that the United 
Hates would attempt to verify them, 
t never occurred to these Cubans thai 
United States paymasters would take 
he trouble to deliver the money direct 
o the Onban soldiers. When the real 
ntentions of General Brooke were 
understood 
by them these officers 


xerted all of their influence with 
heir soldiers to prevent acceptance 
tie money, and thus thwart 
the 


Ltnorican government.

FIRE AT ARCADE 


Blaze in'Cellar Threatened 


the Building. 


LOOKED BAD FOR A TIME 


But the Fire Department Did Prompt 


and Efficient Work and Pat Out 


the Flames — Damage was 


Several Hundred Dollars. 


There waa a fire in the Arcade build- 


ing this forenoon which, although it 
did not do a great deal of damage, for 
a time threatened the eutiro building. 
There was a blaze in the cellar under 
the grocery department of the Arcade 
store 
which looked like it would 


spread to the floor above but the fire- 
men did quick work and managed to 
get the flre ont before any great loss 
waa caused. 


Iu the basement is located large 


boilers and furnaces which daring the 
winter months are need to beat the 
building and all the year aronnd are 
nsod to run the hydraulic engine for 
the elevator. In front of the boilers 
was a largo pile of kindling wood. 
James Lindsay, the fireman, had left 
tho engine room and after having been 
gone for five or ten minutes returned 
and found not only tho pile of kindling 
wood on fire bat the flames had also 
spread to the ceiling and other wood 
work. Lindsay could not get ont the 
back way so he made a rash for the 
front of the cellar and climbed oat 
through a hole under the elevator 
shaft and gave the alarm. The entire 
flre department responded. 
When the 


firemen arrived the cellar was in a 
blaze and the flames had crept np 
along the wall to the first floor of the 
building. The grocery Btore was filled 
with smoke and the nro looked dan- 
fjerous. 
The heat from the cellar was 


something terrible but the firemen 
after working for some time pot the 
flre ont 
Between the ceiling of the 


basement over the boilers and the floor 
of the grocery store ii a thick layer of 
asbestos cotton aud it was probably 
this that>aved the rest of the build- 
ing. The asbestos cotton will not 
burn and 
therefore 
prevented the 


flames from coming through to the 
floor of the store. 


The wood work in the basement was 


damaged but probably not more than 
to tbe extent 
of teveral hundred 


dollars. The building is fully covered 
by insurance* The stock of groceries 
was damaged 
by smoke. The $a» 


oreated a good deal at excitement and 
ai it was near the noon hoar a large 
crowd of people gathered.

ians on the East side in New York. They 
work in their living rooms, and most 
of the painters have several half-grown 
children as assistants. The wholesale 
dealers have a number of such artists 
OTI their books, nnd agree to take all 
they cim do, the firm supplying the 
canvas but not the paints. 
Of course 


the pictures are done rapidly. An ex- 
pert will range six or eight canvases 
on. a shelf that is used, instead of an 
easel, and generally has a colored print 
tacked up above as a copy. Then he 
proceeds to rapidly block in the sub- 
ject. A favorite scene is n mountain 
lake with a ruined temple in the fore- 
ground, lie will indicate the lake, the 
sky and the mountains without at- 
tempting any detaiH and pass on to 
the next canvas. 
By the time lie is 


through with the last one the paint on 
the first is dry, and he proceeds in the 
same order with the trees, tlouds and 
temple. Meanwhile his helper is put- 
ting in ail the small accessories, and 
by the time daylight wanes the row 
will be done. By this system of work- 
ing the artist does not have to be con- 
tinually chanfflng his brushes*, nnO he 
loses no time in waiting on the drying 
of pigment. We Bell such a pielureSiB 
he would turn out at about two dollars, 
Including frame, the net cost of the 
janvas to the dealer being In the 
neighborhood of 00 cents. The work- 
man gets 40 cents apiece for his paint- 
ings, and most of them ftvernpe $K.50 « 
3ay, y«ar in ond year out. I know 
jne man who makes just double that 
amount, but he IIBB two clrvpr children. 
\a you may sec, some of the picture* 
ire by no means devoid of merit, in 
spite ot their slap-dash handling. In 
fact, a good many of the 40-cont nrt- 
sts occupy their leisure in doing art- 
stic things which they may or may 
jot be able to sell. The othern bting

THE WEST'S 1'INAIICIAL IN- 


DEPEN1JBNCE. 


St. Louis Gobo-Democrat: It bai 


been noticed in New York in recent 
years that the demaiid for money from 
the west iu the crop-moving seaeoi 
baa fallen to low figures. Early iu the 
80s, when the wheat orop first passed 
the 500,000,000-buBhel mark, the west's 
demands on New York for money to 
carry tho grain to tbo seaboard began 
to bo embarrassing at times, aud sen 
quotations up to high figures fre- 
qneutlj. Late in tha 80s, when coru 
first went above the 2,000,000,000 lice, 
the pressure on New York for funds 
to ship that most important of all the 
cereals was, of course, greatly in- 
creased. 


In the past four or five years, how 


ever, New York has not been troubled 
greatly by requests from tbu west to 
furnish funds to solid tbe gram to tbo 
market. The west has been doing a 
largo share of this financing itself. 
In 1898, whoii the aggregate cereal 
yield was unusually heavy, it was 
noticed ill the eastern financial centers 
that the demand from the grain-grow- 
ing states for money to take the crops 
to the market was light, The indica 
tioua, according 
to 
the 
financial 


authorities in the eastern centers, are 
that tbe demand in 1899 will be still 
smaller. The demand, in fact, has 
fallen off to such an extent in New 
York that some of the bankers iu that 
city are beginning to fear the center 
of financial gravity will soou follow 
the population center and the seat of 
political power into the Mississippi 
Valley. 


Several reasons can be assigned for 


the circumstance that the west is 
doing more of its own money lending 
than it did in the past. The west is 
growing faster on the whole iu popula- 
tion and general resources than the 
oast More of its money ia deposited 
in its own banks and less of it is sent 
to banks in the east than was the case 
in the past. Chicago and St. Louis 
are 
the 
depositories and the dis- 


tributing center of more western cash 
and New York and Boston of less of 
this money than a few years ago. The 
money is deposited near the place in 
which it is to be employed more than 
was done at one time. The weat is 
gowing rapidly in wealth and pros- 
perity. Thia means that there will bo 
less western money sent to tho At- 
lantic seaboard centers hereafter thai] 
was done in the past, and loss demand, 
will consequently have to be made on* 
that region from this time ouward. 
The west is making its declaration of 
financial independence.

Origin of One of tbe Comnoneit Bz« 


Vmilono That I« t!»«d l» the 


Great Went. 


"Over the range" has become an ac- 


cepted synonym for death throughout 
the west. In fact, U is now familiarly 
understood as meaning' death in almost 
every part of the United States, but 
there are few indeed who know tbe sad 
origin of the expression. The few sur- 
\iving early pioneers of Colorado—the 
men who endured the mountain hard 
ships of '(California gulch days" of '58 
and '00—know why "over the range' 
has come to mean death. They know 
when it was death in reality. 


According to these old-timers in the 


mountains the expression originated 
soon after Baker's expedition into the 
southwestern part of Colorado, nearly 
40 years ago. At that time gold excite- 
ment was rife in Colorado. The unex- 
plored regions of the Hocky mountains 
only added to the miner's dreams, am 
every report of new "strikes" became 
exaggerated many fold. The finding 
of a single nugget frequently caus.id a 
stampede of protpectors. 


During these fevered suid visionary 


timea It became whispered throughout 
the mining1 camps of the eastern slope 
af the mountains that "over the range' 
were btored aivay fabulous fortunes oj 
rirgin gold, No one knew the exact 
spot where these strong1 bo^es of na- 
ture were stored, but the keys by which 
they were to be opened each mirier con 
fldently believed to be in his own pos- 
session. The whisperings multiplied, 
and every word from the new El Dorado 
flamed the minds, of the eager fortune 
hunters. 


An exodus began. Whole caravans 


were soon trailing through the moun- 
tain passes toward the west. In their 
ea£*ernes9 men traveled night and day. 
each following his own beckoning will- 
o'-the-wisp that his dreams had told 
him would lead to the treasured ore. 
The paths became widely separated 
Pew were prepared to weather the 
mountain hardships of the new coun- 
try, but still they journeyed on. Hun- 
ger at last overtook many, and these 
turned about, in hope of again reaching 
the ramps of the eubtcrn slope. The 
way \vas long and hard, for many had 
lost their bearings. Tbebe became an 
easy prey to hunger and the relentless 
L'te. The suffering1 which en-,iird in 
one of the distressing pag-es in the his- 
tory of the Bocky mount ains. Thou- 
sands of prospectors passed "over the 
ranpe" never to return. A few, emaci- 
ated, came back, but the majority of the 
eager searchers for gold had disap- 
peared forever. 


Thus was brought to a sad close one 


of tbe largest movements of prospec- 
:ors ever known In Colorado, and thus 
the expression "over the range" has 
come to mean death,—Chicago Times- 
Herald.

- The reporia of famine existing in 
targe districts of the eastern provinces 
if Russia grow worse and worse. 
Scurvy is ravaging the population in 
some places. According to a local news- 
paper, in the province of Kazan, that 
disease is spreading rapidly among the 
rural population. In the first days of 
February 202 cases were registered in 
M villages. In March 170 villages were 
known to b« affected by it. The general 
Inspector informed the authorities that 
the real number must be far greater, 
as the want of doctors and the great 
distances made it impossible to gather 
acurate statistics. A report in another 
paper says: 
"Hunger, scurvy and 


typhus, no bread in Borne places, not 
even substitutes for it, no straw, no 
aattlc, everything superfluous Bold, 
even the last rag of clothing often dis- 
posed of; children huddling together 
to keep themselves worm, while the 
adults, if not lying delirious •wjith fever, 
are gradually succumbing to scurvy; 
»11 exhausted by insufficient nonrish- 
nent and xmable to work. There have 
sven been cases of death from starva- 
tion." From Simbrisk, a Dr. Babush- 
nin, in a published letter, declares that 
t will take the peasants at leant ten 
years to recover from their economic 
ruin, and that the number of cattle has 
Been reduced to nearly one-third. In 
iiis district of 45,000 inhabitants, 1,386 
ire ill with scurvy. Eighty per cent, of 
ihe sufferers are women, especially 
those with children at the breast. Doc- 
•ors on the spot describe the condition 
jf those afflicted with scurvy. There is 
:onstant bleeding from the roof of tbe 
•nouth, which is swollen, and the gums 
ilso bleed when touched; the teeth get 
oose In their sockets, and open sores 
appear on the feet.—N. Y. Evening 
Post.

A good, old-fashioned dessert to serxt 


after a parsnip stew is a baked Indiaz 
Budding. A recipe that ha* been ti 
'requent use for the last half centurj 
s this: Boil a quart of milk and turr 
it over a pint of sifted Indian meal 
Stir it in well, so as to scald the meal 
:hen mix three tablespoonfulu of whca' 
flour with a pint of milk, stirring th» 
milk gradually into the flour, so as t( 
lave it free from Rimps. Turn on ti 
the Indium meal and mix the whole wel 
together. When lukewarm beat thre« 
eggs with three tnblospoonfulB o) 
ugar, and stir into the pudding, to 
gether with two teaspoon! uls of salt 
two of cinnalmcm or a grated nutmeg 
and a couple of tablespooafuls of melt 
ed butter or suet chopped fine. If yot 
wish the pudding *ery rich add a half 
xrand seeded raisins after the puddicc 
has baked five or six minutes, 
li 


•alsins are ad Jed, an additional hal' 
pint of milk will be requtred, as thej 
absorb a great deal of milk. A good 
Indian pudding may be made -without 
eggs, using a half pint more of raca. 
and no flour. It takes three hours tt 
bake an Indian pudding without egg! 
—less if it has them. 


While maple sugar is still at Its bsst 


a rule for maple sugar biscuit given bj 
a good Massachusetts housekeeper is ir 
older. Sift together two or three times 
one quart of flour, a half tenspoonf ul o' 
salt and two and one-half tcaspoonfuli 
of baking powder. Eub Into the floui 
two level tablespoonfula sweet lar< 
and wet with sweet milk or water likt 
otherbiscuit. Boll out a half inch thick 
handling as little as possible, then but 
tcr all over and sprinkle thickly ovei 
the butter a lajer of scraped maple 
sugar. Boll up like a jelly loll and cu1 
n slices, so the sugar won't lun ou 
much, put Into a dripping pan close to 
gether and bake 20 minutes.

MANUFACTURE OF DIAMONDa 


A JLemc «tndted Profcleu Which Af 


femrm to B» Verr Hear m. 


Solution* 


Counterfeit diamonds are made oi 


crystal, zircon or paste. But can real 
diamonds be manufactured? 
Recent 


discoveries would lead us to believe that 
the problem Is not insoluble. 


Artificial rubies, sapphires and spin- 


els are made which have the same prop- 
erties as natural specimens. Spinel, 
for example, is composed of alumina, 
mag-nesia and iron. 
By combining 


these elements in the proper proportion 
and crystallizing them a chemist can 
produce a real gem, indistinguishable 
from the natural one. 


Some years ago an English chemist 


named Hannay discovered that when 
a carbon compound Is heated undet 
great pressure with an alkali metal 
carbon Is deposited in the form of hard 
scales. After heating lithium with B 
mixture of nine-tenths bone-oil and 
one-tenth paramne spirits in a closed 
Iron tube for 14 hours some hard trans- 
parent crystals were found in the tube, 
which had all the chemical and phys- 
ical properties of the diamond. Unfor- 
tunately tlie crystals were so minute 
that they had no commercial value 
The chief difficulty experienced was in 
making a \easel strong enough to with- 
etand the enormous pressurd and high 
temperature, 
wrought iron tubes oi 


half-inch bore and four inches thick be- 
ing burst in nine cases out of ten. 


More recently close study has been 


made of the probable conditions under 
which diamonds are formed by nature 
In the famous Kimberley mines of 
South Africa diamonds are found in the 
neighborhood 
of 
volcanic 
pipes, 


through which, at some remote epoch, 
they were evidently erupted, together 
with all the other debris of a mud vol- 
cano. The soil in which they are found 
Is rich In iron. 
From these circum- 


stances the theory has been advanced 
that diamonds were formed from car 
bon liquefied by enormous heat and 
pressure and dissolved in iron, from 
which they crystallized out in cooling^ 
By calculation it was found that this 
would require a temperature of about 
4,000 degrees centigrade (7,332 degrees 
Fahrenheit), and a pressure of 15 tons 
to the square inch. 


Acting upon this hint, Molesan, of 


Paris, recently packed half a pound of 
pure iron in a graphite crucible, to- 
gether with some pure charcoal pre- 
pared from sugar. He placed the cruc- 
ible in an electric furnace and turned 
on a current of 800 amperes at 40 volts 
pressure, producing a heat above 4,000 
degrees centigrade. After a few min- 
utes the current was stopped, the cruc- 
ible plunged into cold water and held 
there until it sank to a red heat. The 
sudden cooling solidified the outer en- 
velope 'Of iron, holding the molden core 
In a tight grip. When finally the inner 
liquid cooled it expanded in solidifying 
and produced great pressure. Under 
this pressure the dissolved carbon sep- 
arated out in crystalline form, that is to 
Bay, a diamond. 


But here again the crystals were too 


small and imperfect to have any value 
ns jewels. Some other process must 
be discovered where by carbon and iron 
can be subjected to enormous heat and 
pressure before we can hope to pro- 
duce diamonds on a commercial scale. 
Iti this connection Prof. Crookes has 
suggested to the Boyal Institution that 
"in their researches on the gases from 
fired gunpowder and cordite Sir Fred- 
erick Abel and Sir Andrew Noble ob- 
tained inclosed steel cylinders pres- 
sures as great as 05 tons to the square 
Inch, and temperature as high as 4,000 
degrees centigrade. Here, then, if the 
observations are correct, w<> have suffi- 
cient temperature and enough pressure 
to liquefy carbon; and if the tempera- 
ture could only be allowed to net for a 
sufficient time on the carbon there is 
little doubt that the artificial formation 
of diamonds would soon pass from the 
microscopic stage to a scale more likely 
to satisfy the requirements of science, 
industry and persona! decoration." 


"Diamonds 
made by 
dynamite" 


would be a queer sip^n on a jeweler's 
window, but queer things are bound 
to happen in an age of electric furnaces 
on the one hand and liquefied hydrogen 
on the other.—St. Louis Globe-Demo- 
crat.

Scores of oases are recorded of men 


entering upon new careers late in life. 
Comparatively few people change the 
occupation they take up in their early 
days, but records of u few Instances are 
given below, showing that it's really 
never too late to adopt a new line of 
business. 


Somewhat recently a correspondent 


drew attention to a gentleman who 
studied medicine rather late in life and 
took his degree at the age of 55. This 
case is rivaled by that of a gentleman 
who entered the army medical depart- 
ment of her majesty's service at the age 
of 28, and after serving 20 years he re- 
tired on a pension. Three years after- 
ward he began the study of the law, for 
which through life he evinced a desire, 
an.d is now qualified as a barrister. He 
was well on in his fifties when he was 
called to the bar. 


Not many men have been engaged as 


coachmen up to the second half of life, 
so to speak, and then learned the tailor- 
ing1 trade and taken over a business. 
Wo know of one case, however, in which 
a man worked himself up to the posi- 
tion of head coachman and then, get- 
ting married, he left that employment 
and was taught tailoring.

It is the queerest parade of maternity

The thousand Infants are foundlings, 


The thouband mothers partly support 
either themselves or their families by 
the proceeds from caring for them. 


On the first Wednesday of every 


month women with babies begin to ap- 
pear in the vicinity of Third avenue and 
Sixty-eighth street. All their way s con- 
verge at the entrance to the New York 
foundling asylum. 
From 7:30 until 


five o'clock in the afternoon the stream 
of babies never ceases. 


"Good weather, no baby, no pay," la 


the rule, and the woman who oan't 
show a baby or a doctor's certificate on 
a sunny day must go away empty- 
handed. 


On the first of May and November 


each foster-mother receives a package 
of clothing. The society of women wh 
belong to the original set of the O. N 
Lenten sewing class visited (lie aslyun 
this year and watched tho distributed 
of the O. N.'s gifts. 


One big room was full of mothers sit 


ting on kindergarten benches and wait 
ing for money or clothes. 


Among these foster-mothers are 


women of every nationality almost, am 
some very charming young mother 
and widows. 


"Sometimes a young mother wh< 


lias lost her own baby comes here 
broken-hearted. We always gladly fil 
the aching arms, for she's sure to mnki 
a good nurse," said a sister. "She givas 
it all her affection. The great trouble 
is thftt she becomes so attached to i 
that she suffers when it comes time 
to bring it back to the institution 
Sometimes women keep children three 
years if they suit us. The Italians make 
flne foster-mothers for babies. 


The Italian women are early on the 


pay day scene. One corner of the room 
looks like a Mulberry street tenement 
block. Crying, eating, sleeping little 
red-faced bundles of deserted humanit j 
fill every woman's lap or arms. 


Germans, English, Irish and native 


born, elderly women and young whes— 
there seems no kind of mother love un- 
represented. The colored nurses ore 
just as proud of their dusky darlings as 
my of the fairest women. 


The children in many coses nre in 


,vell-to-cto homes, where <licur prcBence 
is more to the women than the money 
inrl more is spent on the baby's ward- 
robe than is recehed for its care. 


When the babies are inspected any 


not satisfactory are sent into another 
•com to wait for medical attention, 
ivhich they have free at all times, along 
with medicines. If a child is too sick 
10 be taken back to the woman's house 
t is sent to the hospital of the asylum, 
sometimes another baby is found for 
her to take home. Many women are 
making motherhood a business in this 
way.—N. Y, World.

CLOSING EVENTa 


When it become known yesterday 


that the defense would not offer any 
evidence or argument, Judge Allen 
addressed the jury as follows: 


"Gentlemen of the jury, an agree- 


ment has been reached by the attor- 
neys for the prosecution and the de- 
fense thnt this case shall be submitted 
to yon without any evidence further 
than that which yon [have heard from 
the witness chair." Then taking tho 
indictment from the desk he proceeded 
to read that document to the jury, 
and in concluding said: "As I have 
said, this case is now submitted to 
yon and yon can retain a verdict 
stating whether or not you find the 
defendant guilty of the charge. By 
referring to the indictment yon will 
see that it is unlawful to perpetrate 
this fraud. The mail system is one 
of the most important things we have 
in this country. Perhaps it is the best 
system of the kind in the world. You 
are reminded that the purity of our 
mail system must be upheld if the 
government is to be protected from 
becoming a party to fraud. No one 
should be allowed to use the mails for 
any such a purpose. Yon are also re- 
minded that before you can find the 
defendant guilty the evidence must be 
of such a character as to remove all 
donbt from your minds. Should you 
find the defendant guilty yon are not 
to fix the punishment; that is to be 
left to the discretion of the court. " 


The jury in a short time after retir- 


ing brought in a verdict of guilty. 


THE SENTENCE. 


It was not until after a o'clock that 


Judge Allen announced the sentence 
on the verdict. In doing so he said: 


"The penalty affixed by the statute 


for violations of this act is a fine of 
not more than $500 or imprisonment 
not to exceed 18 months, or both, in 
the discretion of the court. In the 
case before us the statements of the 
counsel for the government and for 
the defense, aud testimony for the 
government were heard. 
The counsel 


for the defense by an agreement with 
the counsel for the government sub- 
mitted the case to the jury without 
testimony on behalf of the defense 
and the jury returned a verdict find- 
ing the defendant guilty. The offense 
is a'sorioue one, aud the fact comes to 
my mind at tilie time that these 
violations ara rapidly on tho increase. 
la this case the defendant has secured 
from a citizen of the United States a 
position as manager of a street rail- 
way, 
a position which I should judge 


to be worth about f 1500 a yaar, and is 
I believe, at the present time enjoying 
the fruits of the employment which 
was secured in this manner from the 
other man. However, I am assured 
that the defendant is a man of high 
business and social standing and that 
this is the first time that his reputa- 
tion has ever been questioned for a 
criminal act. I am told that at his 
old home in Munoie, Indiana, he has 
an unquestionable reputation and that 
in Decatnr he has au interesting and 
highly respectable family. In con- 
sideration of these facts I cannot see 
the necessity of a sentence of im- 
prisonment. However, I believe that 
it is my duty to uphold the law. My 
own conscience will not allow me to 
violate the obligation I owe to the 
people of the United States in respect 
to upholding their law. In view of 
the fact that imprisonment was sus- 
pended the Hue should not be less 
than the maximum amount, $600, I 
cannot see my way clear to make it 
less and the defendant will be fined 
that amount to satisfy the law. " 


BETUBN TO DEOATCB. 


Lost evening Mr. Wilooxon returned 


to Docatnr, accompanied by Indiana 
friends. He had made arrangements 
to come home to negotiate for the pay- 
ment of the fine aud costs. The costs, 
it is said, will foot op about 91000, 
the government alone expending about 
$560 to get the case in shape for the 
prosecution. 
The expense to the de- 


fense, it is figured, will aggregate 
aoont $600. Satisfactory arrangements 
for the payment of the flue and costs 
will probably be made at once.
